Orrin  Hatch  is  a  stronger  candidate  , 
than  incumbent  Republican  David  Monson,  a  Salt 
Lake  television  station  reports. 

Monson  announced  this  week  he  will  not  seek 
reelection  in  November.  Owens  served  one  term  in 
the  post  in  the  1970s. 

Owens  said  the  poll,  conducted  by  a  New  York 
firm,  pitted  him  against  several  challengers  identi¬ 
fied  only  bv  occupation,  according  to  a  report  bv 
KUTV. 

No  names  were  used  in  the  poll,  and  the  top 
challenger  was  identified  only  as  an  aide  to  Republi¬ 
can  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch. 

His  name  is  Stan  Parrish,  and  he  trails  'Owens  by 
only  eight  points  —  40  to  32  percent.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Ten: 
thousands  of  women  from  across  the 
country  converged  in  Washington  on 
Sunday  for  an  abol'tion-rights  march 
that  took  them  past  the  White  House 
to  a  rally  on  the  steps  of  the  Capitol. 

“The  numbers  game  is  over,”  de¬ 
clared  Eleanor  Smeal,  president  of 
the  National  Organization  for 
Women,  NOW,  which  sponsored  the 
march.  “The  silent  majority  will  be 
silent  llo  longer.” 

In  January,  anti-abortion  groups 
staged  a  national  demonstration  in 
Washington,  which  drew  37,000  peo 
pie. 

Police  estimated  the  crowd  Sunday 
at  between  80,000  and  85,000,  accord: 
ing  to  District  of  Columbia  police  offi 
cer  Steve  Langford. 

But  Molly  Yard,  a  NOW  leader 
estimated  the  crowd  at  125,000,  de¬ 
claring  it  “the  largest  demonstration 
for  women’s  rights  in  the  history  of 
the  United  States.” 

Langford  said  one  anti-abortion 
demonstrator  was  arrested  in  front  of 
the  White  House  and  charged  with 
disorderly  conduct  when  he  broke 
through  police  lines  and  ran  into  the 
midst  of  protesters,  holding  what  he 
claimed  was  an  eight-week  aborted 
fetus. 


To  chants  of  “Not  the  church,  not 
the  state,  women  must  decide  their 
fate,”  the  marchers  walked  almost 
three  miles  through  city  streets  be¬ 
fore  a  rally  on  the  steps  of  the  Capitol. 

The  march  -was  part  of  a  larger  ef¬ 
fort  by  women’s  rights  groups.

Utah  man  may  be  first 
to  land  inverted  plane 

LANCASTER,  Calif.,  (AP)  —  Three  years  ago, 
Craig  Hosking  left  his  father’s  helicopter  business 
because  he  wanted  to  be  the  first  pilot  to  land  a 
plane  upside-down  “intentionally.” 

Since  then,  Hosking,  27,  of  Bountiful,  has  landed 
his  modified  single-engine  Pitts-S2B  with  an  extra 
set  of  .wheels  on  top  more  than  100  times  in.  at) 
inverted  position.  He  claims  it  may  be  easier  than 
landing  right-side-up. 

“It’s  the  visibility,”  he  said  in  a  telephone  inter¬ 
view,  explaining  that  upside-down  he  can  actually 
see  wheels  touch  pavement  “as  well  as  seeing  right 
down  the  runway  to  the  horizon,” 

He  bfelieves  he  is  the  first  to  do  it. 

Back  in  the  ’30s,  a  pilot  named  Mike  Murphy  was 
able  to  take  off  upside-down  but  never  could  land 
that  way,  he  said. 

Hosking  learned  to  fly  at  age  12,  taught  by  his 
father,  who  rah  a  petroleum  industry  helicopter 
service.  There  may  be  a  third-generation  pilot: 
Hoskin  and  wife  Nikki  have  an  18-month-old  son. 
“All  he  says  is  ‘daddy’  and  ‘zoom,’  ”  Hosking  said. 
Bob  Slade,  manager  of  the  Los  Angeles  County- 
run  William  J.  Fox  Airport  in  Lancaster,  a  high- 
desert  city,  said  Hosking  is  the  first  pilot  he  knows 
of  to  land  upside-down. 

Spectators  watched  several  upside-down  land¬ 
ings  last  week,  just  standing  there  shaking  their 
heads,”  Slade  said. 

Is  it  dangerous? 

“Not  a  bit,  no.  but,  you’ve  got  to  realize  where 
that’s  coming  from,”  he  said. 

“For  the  average  pilot,  it  probably  would  be  ex¬ 
tremely  hazardous.”

The  future  depends  on  kids  and 
computers,  and  Waterford  School 
students  are  taking  advantage  of 
computer  technology.  Computer- 
assisted  classes  at  the  school  have 
gained  national  and  international  rec¬ 
ognition. 

Waterford  is  one  of  12  national  cen¬ 
ters  of  educational  and  technical  ex¬ 
cellence  commended  by  the  Office  of 
Education,  said  Nancy  Bartlett,  su¬ 
pervisor  of  the  middle  school  and 
director  of  admissions  at  the  Water¬ 
ford  School. 

“Computers  benefit  the.  students 
because  they  can  go  their  own  pace,” 
said  Bartlett.  “The  classroom 
teaches,  and  the  computer  allows  for 
practice  and  experience  in  the  labs.” 

This  private,  non-tuition  school 
opened  seven  years  ago.  “The  last 
five  years  have  been  spent  on  testing 
these  ideas  and  experiences,”  she 
said. 

The  Waterford  approach  is  not  ex¬ 
perimental,  but  is  a  strategy  that  has 
been  developed  from  studying  the  re¬ 
sults  of  different  educational 
approaches  that  Have  evolved  after 
much  experimentation. 

Waterford  uses  large  professional 
computer  systems  to  help  in  the  basic 
instruction  process.  .Students  spend- 
, about  an  hour  a  day  on  the  computers. 

.  ‘  “This:  system  tests  the  students’ 
basic  ■s’kills  and*  measures  their 
strengths  and  weaknesses,”  Bartlett 
said.  It  also  provides  a  learning  pro¬

The  system  is  designed  to  increase 
each  student’s  individual  attention. 
“The  computer  feeds  out  information 
on  each  student  so  the  teachers  know 
exactly  what  is  happening  with  each 
student,”  Bartlett  said.  “This  allows 
the  teacher  more  freedom  and  more 
time  for  one-on-one.” 

The  $50-million-hardware  and 
courseware  were  developed  by  the 
WICAT  Learning  System,  which 
backs  the  Waterford  School. 

This  institute  is  a  non-profit  orga¬ 
nization  incorporated  under,  the  laws 
of  Delaware. 

The  training  is  devised  to  prepare 
the  students  for  freedom  and  mobil¬ 
ity.  However,  the  computer  is  only 
one  of  the  important  aspects. 

The  school  has  a  carefully  con¬ 
structed  curriculum  with  a  liberal 
arts  emphasis,  which  includes  scien¬ 
ce,  mathematics,  English,  history 
and  foreign  languages. 

“Because  of  this  school’s  success  in 
Provo,  they  have  decided  to  open  a 
Waterford  School  in  Sandy,”  she  said. 

■  The  school  is  a  $2.5  million  facility. 
It  will  have  fine  arts  labs,  science 
labs,  computer  labs,  a  music  room,  a 
dark  room  and  a  gymnasium. 

“In  the  New  York  Times  Education 
Supplement,  they  referred  the 
Waterford  School  as,  ‘In  Utah,  the 
school  of  the  future,’  ”  said  Peggy 
Olsen,  public  relations  consultant' 
Waterford  has  also  been  recognized  in 
a  feature  in  The  Wall  Street  Journal, 
and  Omni  Magazine  rated  it,  “one  of 
the  77  schools  of  the  future.”

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Merrel  Henry,  of  Orem  has  created  a  phonetic  dictionary  to  make  it 
easier  to  learn  English. 

Orem  man  creates 
phonetic  dictionary

For  years,  English-speaking  peo¬ 
ple  have  been  plagued  with  the  never- 
ending  struggle  of  coping  with  mis¬ 
spelled  words.  If  English  was  written 
phonetically  like  German,  Swedish  or 
Spanish,  this  problem  could  be 
solved,  according  to  a  retired  en¬ 
gineer  in  Orem. 

The  whole  education  system  would 
be  more  effective  because  children 
would  learn  to  read  and  write  at  a 
much  earlier  age,  said  Merrel  C.  Hen¬ 
ry,  who,  along  with  his  wife,  has  writ¬ 
ten  a  phonetic  dictionary. 

After  spending  years  looking 
words  up  in  the:dictionary  and  watch¬ 
ing  others  struggle  with  the  same 
problem,  Henry  decided  to  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it. 

“I  thought  there  has  got  to  be  a 
better  way  to  do  it,”  he  said. 

A  phonetic  system  seemed  to  be  the 
way,  so  Henry  began  working  with 
ideas  and  sounds,  and  after  twenty- 
six  years,  has  devised  a  workable 
phonetics  dictionary. 

The  use  of  phonetics  in  writing  is' 
spelling  words  by  the  way  they 
sound.  “We  can  speak  it,  so  why  not 
write  it  that  way,”  he  said. 

Strives  for  goal 

The  main  goal  he  is  striving  for  is  to 
have  an  educational  system  that  will 
help  children  and  foreigners  learn 
American  English  in  an  easier  and 
more  effective  manner. 

“English  doesn’t  have  to  be  one  of 
the  hardest  languages  in  the  world,” 
he  said. 

One  of  the  main  problems  in 
teaching  spelling  to  children  is  that 
common  sounds  can  be  written  in  so 
many  different  ways. 

“Can  you  teach  a  child  there  are  28 
different  ways,  or  more,  to  spell  the 
sound  of  W?”  Henry  said.  This  sound 
appears  in  words  such  as  vacuum, 
fruit,  ewe  or  lieu. 

American  English  takes  its  roots 
from  all  over  the  world  with  no  set 
pattern  of  how  words  are  to  be  writ¬ 
ten  or  pronunciated.  This  conglom¬ 


eration  of  words  has  caused  confusion 
with  differing  rules.  . 

In  1775  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  wrote 
the  first  English  dictionary  in  an 
effort  to  lend  consistency  to  the  lan¬ 
guage. 

At  that  time  there  were  four  diffe¬ 
rent  ways  to  spell  the  word  “forty.” 
With  this  dictionary,  Johnson  was 
able  to  alleviate  the  frustration  of 
several  spellings  for  a  single  word. 
Some  of  the  words  followed  no  logical 
rules,  yet  people  were  forced  to  con¬ 
form  or  not  be  able  to  communicate 
properly. 

Hard  to  teach 

Because  of  the  differing  rules,  the 
English  language  has  been  hard  to 
teach. 

“I  claim  the  English  language  is  un- 
teachable  —  not  unlearriable  but  un- 
teachabfe,”  he  said. 

“The  letters  of  the  English 
alphabet  are  inconsistent,  undepend¬ 
able  and  confusing,” -Henry  said  in  a 
paper  he  wrote  titled,  America’s  Illi¬ 
teracy  Scandal.  “There  are  too  many 
ways  to  spell  the  sounds  of  English 
words.” 

Proper  pronunciation  and  correct 
spelling  are  the  two  main  problems 
people  have  trouble  with,  said  Henry. 
The  need  for  one  common  dialect,  to 
organize  the  words  phonetically,  was 
essential  for  a  project  of  this  magni¬ 
tude. 

One  standard  dialect 

“Luckily  we  have  one  standard  di¬ 
alect  in  America,”  he  said.  The  mid- 
American  or  broadcasting  dialect, 
spoken  by  trained  broadcasters  on 
radio  and  television  is  the  standard 
dialect  of  spoken  English  in  North 
America  and  subsequently  the  dialect 
after  which  to  base  a  set  of  phonetic 
symbols. 

Having  a  common  dialect  would 
solve  the  problem  of  different  pronun¬ 
ciations  and  therefore  all  spellings 
could  be  consistent. 

Another  goal  Henry  had  when  set¬ 
ting  up  a  phonetic  system,  was  to  de¬ 
velop  a  purely  “fonetik  sistem  ov 
alfubetik  simblz”  that  could  be  writ¬ 
ten  on  a  computer  or  typewriter. .
